Four persons 
were killed and six fatally and 12% less 
sceriously injured. 

Owing to the doubie-header which was 
contested by the teams today, nearly 10,000 
persons passed through the gates and were 
seated in the stands and bieachers when 
the accident occurred. 

Tere was no warning. ‘With a crash 
that could be heard for many equares the 
pathway over the left fleld seats tottered 


and collapsed. 

Support after support gave way, causing 
a huge hole in the fabric, into which the 
persons seated over the place where the 
stand caved in slid and tumbled down in @ 
mass. 

Cries, shrieks and shouts from the vic- 
tims caused a deafening uproar. A panic 
among ‘the other spectators of the game 
followed the mishap. A rush was made 
for the exits, but the police and some of 
the attaches of the park combined to fe- 
store order in a measure. 


Neighboring Houses 
Turned Into Hospitals. 


Ambulances were quickly on the scene 
amd aided by reserves from the police sta- 
tions In the uptown section, the physicians 
se themselves to the task of aiding the In- 
jured. 

All of the houses in the vicinity were 
centers to which the friends and relatives 
of the viotims flocked so soon as news of 
the accident became known. 

One who stood out conspicuously for vale 
uable ‘assistance rendered was the Rev, 
Father John A. Tracy of St. Louis, pastor 
of St. Theresa’s Catholic Church. He was 
a spectator at the game, and the moment 
the crash came he went to the rescue. He 
assisted in extricating many of the in- 
jured from under the wreckage. An ¢ex- 
press wagon was standing nearby in which 
were three trunks. He mounted the wagon, 
threw out the baggage, directed the load- 
ing of seven injured men Into the vehicle, 
and ordered a prominent politician of the 
city. to mount the driver's box and drive 
to the nearest hospital. 

Stanley was at the bat when the sound 
of falling timbers came from the left side 
of the field. A frightful uproar’ followed. 

Thousands of men made a rush for the 
field. 

The section that collapsed was about one 
hundred and (fifty feet long, and. at the 
moment of the crash, it was crowded to its 
utmost, for the spectators had started te 
leave the grounds by the exit to which the 
footpath leads. 

Five hundred men and boys went whirl- 
ing. heels over head, through to the brick 
pavement below.

Langley’s 15-foot model aerodrome flew to- 
day. 

It dove, too. 

As a diver it proved a huge success, for 
it buried itself in the mud of the Potomac 
20 feet under water. 

In both feats the speed was great. 

The model was shot straight from the 
superstructure and was launched as beau- 
tifully as is the most finished marine craft 
when she slips from the ways: 

Taking the air squarely, the aerial navi- 
gator sped towards the southeast. But her 
direct course was short. 

Suddenly the wings wavered. They were 
deflected. Downward. ‘in a gradual course, 
dashed the aerodrome and aimost at the 
Same moment the vessel turned gracefully 
to the east, facing toward the Marvland 
hills. 


Rushing at a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
she would soon have covered the inter- 
vening stretch of water, but her downward 
defiection was too great. 

Before a distance of more than 500 vards 
had been traversed the machine struck the 
surface of the Potomac with a plunge 
which carried her immediately from view. 

Impelled by the misdirected power of her 
engine the aerodrome headed straight to 
the bottom, which point is covered with 
mud and which is 20 feet below the suir- 
face. 

The spectacular flight had been eagerly 
watched by the Smithsonian Institute sci- 
entists, who stood at various points on the 
houseboat, motionless, while the voyage 
lasted. But the moment Prof. Langley's 
finished product disappeared beneath the 
waves, his henchmen sprung into activity.

Sixty-Nine Establishments Closed Be- 
cause Firm Wouldn’t “Fire” Man 
for Not Paying Union Dues. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 8-—The general 
lockout of the jewelry workers in all 


the large jewelry establishments 
throughout the city went into effect to- 
day when 69 employers closed their 
doors on 1400 workmen. 

According to the employes, the lock- 
out will mean a great loss to the em- 
ployerasa, as there was a shortage of en- 
gagement and wedding rings. 

They said there was such a large de- 
mand for engagement and wedding rings 
in the past six months that there was but 
a small supply o fthese gooda on hand at 
the present time. 

For this reason, they say, the em- 
ployers will soon surrender, as the prof- 
its in this line of goods are so great 
that they would not stand the loss for 
any length of time. 

The trouble started July 24 when the 
walking delegates went to the factory of 
Shipman Bros. and requested the dis- 
charge of a workman who was in ar- 
rears for dutes to the union. 

The firm declined to discharge the man, 
gaying that they did not care whether he 
paid union dues or not, whereupon 
the union decided to order a setrike on 
the factory until the employe was dis- 
missed. The striks took effect immedi- 
ately.

‘There are vital considerations 
for Democracy to occupy its attention with, 
its welfare is first. I say this with gall 
seriousness. The conventions are a long 
way off. Conditions then, not now, must 
be our gulding star.’’ 

“Upon what lines, so far as the Democrats 
are concerned, will the next battle be 
fought?’ 

‘“‘Democracy must get back to old ideas, 
old doctrines and abandon the false ones it 
has been following. These must be aban- 
doned.”’ 

“In‘your opinion, what stands out para- 
mount as the issue upon which the battle 
should be fought?’’ 

“Well, the tariff and trusts.”’ 

“How about the silver tssue?’’ 

“The party would have to get back to 
old ideas and give up the one it has fol- 
lowed lately. Trusts,’’ he continued, ‘‘every 
one knows are unnatural and unhealthy."’ 

“Do you think, senator, that the Repub- 
licans are attempting to steal Democratic 
thunder by agitating tariff revision?’ 

The senator smiled and shook his head 
dubliously. 

“What the opposition !s doing is known 
only to ftself,”’ was his reply. 


Thinks Trusts Are 
Settling Themselves. 


As to the part trusts will 
coming campaign Mr. Gorman said: 

“If what I have heard about the stock 
market since my return and what has hap- 
pened during my absence is anything to go 
by it appears to me that the trusts are 
settling themselves pretty rapidly. Per- 
haps by the time of the next election they 
will have disposed of the trust question 
without the assistance of politicians, for 
as ‘Cal’ Brice used to say, it seems ]f%e 
the seed of death is sown in every one of 
them when it is organized.’’ 

When asked whether he thought the post- 
office scandal would prove a serious affair 
for the Republicans in the campaign, Mr. 
Gorman sald: 

“No, I hardly think These things 
occur, not because a certain party is in 
power, but because they wi!l occur all the 
time. No, I think the Democrats can af- 
ford to go into the next campaign, not on a 
scandal or race issue, but upon a high, 
cleancut issue for the betterment of, and 
advancement of, the country at large.’’ 

“Will President Roosevelt's attitude on 
the race question draw the Democrats of 
the South closer together?’ 

“I think not. The South is Democratic, 
and I hardly see how it could be more so. 
So far as the race question is concerned, 
I think there is a state of unrest north as 
well as south. ‘There is no doubt that the 
country is experiencing an unwonted agita- 
tion on the subject.’ 

“What do you think of the proposition, 
as suggested, to disfranchise the negro 
in Maryland in the event of a Democratic 
legislature being elected?’’ 

“That suggestion comes principally from 
the opposition. Let me tell you this race 
question should not be made a politica] is- 
sue. It is too grave, and it {s too vital. I do 
not think it should be approached thus. 
It is too great a proposition to be grasped 
or discussed offhand. The way it should be 
met isa colossal subject for study. Cer 
tainly it will not bo solved by confusing it 
with politics. 

“The frequency and appalling character 
of the race riots of the last few months 
is serving to take this race questiyun out 
of politics, and make it a national rather 
than a political question, and to demon- 
Strate that it must be handled, if it is to 
be settled effectively, by the Democrats.

An Astonished Corporation. 

From the New York .vor!id. 

The Merchants’ Bridge across the Mississippi river at St. Louis 
was built under a charter which providea that it should be for- 
feited to the government if it ever came under .ie same control 
with any other bridge, whether by consolidation, pooling or the 
election of any of the same men as officers. The tntention was 
to maintain it always as an indenendent enterprise, and so de- 
termined were the framers of the charter to prevent monopoly 
that they authorized the Secretary of war to take possession of 
the property in case any cemvination should be discovered.

THE MELODRAMATIC POWER 
A BUGLE. 


From August Outing. 

Ralph D. Paine was one of the adven- 
turous buccaneers of the Three Friends, 
the famous filibustering craft of the Cu- 
ban war. The grim, yet humorous, story 
of his adventures are in August Outing. 
Says Mr. Paine: 

“Jack Gorman, 


OF 


the cavalry bugler, had 
refused with scorn the new Mauser rifle 
offered him by the leader of the expedl- 
tion, but had brought along an old Spring- 
field. He explained several times each 
day that the Cuban Junta in New \ork 
had promised to give him $1000 for each 
Spanish officer he should shoot. Gorman 
had 150 rounds of Springfield ammunition 
in his haversack, and considered himself 
already possessed of a fortune of exactly 
$150,000. It was as safe as money in the 
berks: ‘One hundred and fifty officers at 
$1000 each.’ 

‘In the haversack was also a battered 
bugle mouthpiece, treasured as a souvenir 
of the fight with the United States Cav- 
alry at Wounded Knee. In the middle of 
the skirmish with the gunboat, Gorman 
opened fire with the Springfield from the 
after-deck, shooting with the same earn- 
estness and deliberation to be imagined 
if he had been bowling over his $1000 with 
every cartridge. He became really and 
unexpectedly effective when he ceased fir- 
ing, pushed the bugle mouthpiece into the 
muzzle of the Springfield, threw open the 
breach block, and began to blow the calls 
he knew from ‘Boots and Saddles’ to ‘As- 
serbly." The extemporized bugle was a 
triumph. The sound of it seemed to trans- 
form the Three Friends into a war vessel. 
It was learned later from Havana that 
the officers of the Spanish gunboat were 
alarmed by this indication that the vessel 
they had attacked was an armed and dis- 
ciplined gunboat, with a naval equipment. 
The bugle calls made the disreputable 
Three Friends a formidable foe in the 
darkness. Having blown his musical reper- 
tcire through the barrel of his rifle, Gor- 
man pulled out the mouthpiece, jammed 
a cartridge into the other end, and re- 
sumed his fire at the wide, wide world.”

Robert Browning's Simple Story of a Boy's Rise to 
the Papal Chair Is of Interest Because of the 
Fact That Pius X Was a Peasant Boy. 


People here learn to live for hot weather 
conditions, and it is surprising how muca 
Can be learned. Americans at home with 
thelr all-prevailing rapid transit, solve the 
question by rushing out after office hours 
to mountain or seaside. Such sources of 
relief here are unknown. The efforts of 
the foreign poulation have long been die 
rected to the study of how to be happy 
though warm, and they have profited by 
many native models. 

The houses occupied by Americans open 
up Hike the deck of a steamboat; 
thing im the wall 
both above and below the window level. 
There’ is no giass in the Philippines, except 
perhaps in the few moat modern Ameri« 
can places; even there it te unfortunate. 
What corresponds to our window sash 19 
made of translucent shells. each about two 
inches square, and constructed in great 
frames perhaps six feet by four; these are 
slid back and forth in grooves: the wooden 


shutters of the same size. of which there 


In the 
rainy seagon the windows have to be 
closed only on one or at most two sides of 
the house, and then the light and air come 
in from other directions. This arrange- 
ment would be hard on the rooms which 
happened to be on the exposed side, were 
the interior architecture Iike that of our 
zone. But it Is not; interior partitions are 
#0 planned that every room opens into an- 
other. The amount of arranging of siides 
and shutters to meet the sun of different 
hours of the day is hardly less than the 
adjustments of the scene shifter. 

The double wall, if it may be so named, 
is another interesting device; everybody 
lives on the second story, and that is built 
out over the sidewalks, to their full width, 
to give shade to the passer below. This 
Space between the main wall of the house 
and outer second-story frame produces a 
jlazza-like space about four feet wide all 
around the structure. When the sun is 
beating on the wall both inner and outér 
shutters and partitions are closed, giving 
the occupants of the house the benefit of a 
double-window effect. On the cool side of 
the house these partitions are correspond. 
ingly opened up, and people sit in the 
space over the sidewalk, where from its 
pecullar alley-like construction a current of 
reir will start if such a thing is possible. 
All these devices are of the city houses 
of the better class, occupled by the few 
high-class natives and by foreign residents, 
Americans, the English, the Germans, ana 
the Spaniards.—Manila correspondent Bos- 
ton Herald.

Before the regular work of the day thre 
is a little recreation. It consists in spin- 
ning tops, playing jacks, etc. The most 
popular out-door game is one which is 
very necessary to the boys. It is called, 
‘Deaf and Dumb.” It is played by one cf 
the instructors and the students. He shuts 
his eyes, and the boys bide and strike dif- 
ferent attitudes around in the yard. The 
instructor ofens his eyes then and calls 
‘Messenger! Messenger!’’ The boys appear 
not to hear. One of them, perhaps, is 
reading a book. He reads harder than 
ever. Another is hiding. He hides harder 
than ever. Another is just deaf and does 
not hear. He gets deafer than ever. It is 
a fine game. 

It should be explained that before the 
classes are organized every boy is 
measured to eee that he & not bigger 
than a nickel’s worth of soap. No boy 
any larger than this could be a success as 
a messenger. The smaller the better. Soine- 
times the boys take a turn at growing 
while they are attending school, but they 
are hurried into the condensing maohine 
and turned out in tabloid form. 

The first class called i 8 that in slow 
Delsarte.

The class is taken into 
the yard, and a big drag is chained to 
every student's ankle Then the class 
marches in half time. The instructor 
marches alongside to gee that no one moves 
too fast, and the school orchestra plays 
in half time the funeral dirge from “The 
Burial of Str John Moore.”

There is quite a local field for the grad- 
uates, Messenger boys are always in de- 
mand. The Western Union employs 12 of 
them in the city and the Postal Telegraph 
has 6. The boys make from $15 to $18 a 
month. 

Peing a good messenger boy is like be- 
ing a good anything else. It pays. This 
is why the St. Louis Preparatory School 
for Messenger Boys is a success. 

There is always a good position for a 
bright meesenger boy. He becomes in time 
an operator, and in good season he is ad- 
vanced to a managerial position. Just the 
other day Rudolf H. Bohle was made the 
assistant superintendent of the Western 
Union in St. Louls. He was once a St. 
Louls messenger boy. 

The president of the Western Union is 
Col. Robert C. Clowry, once a St. Louis 
meéssenger boy. This is the only city with 
a preparatory school for them. So it is 
natural that the president of the Western 
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Union should have one time been a mes 
seuger boy in St. Louis. 

Remember the school motto: “What is 
worth doing well is worth doing it all.” 

St. Louls messenger boys work 10 nouré6@ 
day. They go day and night. At the Pos- 
tal the day shift goes on at 7:30 a. m. and 
goes off at 6:30 p. m. The night shift goes 
on at 8 o'clock. The Postal's boys must 
know how to read and write Forty mes- 
suges are considered a day’s work, and 41 
cent is paid for each message additional. 
The greatest number of boys working at 
one place are’ those down at the Merchants” 
Exchange. It is there, too, that the com- 
panies lose many of their bright boys. 
Business men mark them and gobble them 
up. A bright messenger is in just as much 
danger on the floor of the exchange as 
Little Red Riding Hood was in when she 
strayed away from her father’s front yard. 

The Western Union will not employ « 
boy who was not born and reared in the 
city. Boys seldom stay at the work after 
they are 15. 

The boys graduated from the St. Louis 
Preparatory School for Messenger Boys are 
scattered all along the great wire which.

down to the tiniest and humblest of the 
little fellows who carry the messages here 
in St. Louis,

Forecaster, Who Became 
the Offical Hot-Air Man 
of St. Louis When Dr. 
Hyatt Went to Utah to 
Stop the Rain of the Mor- 
mon. 


BOWIE, EDWARD H.—The official 
hot-air man of St. Louis. Local forecaster 
the United States Weather Bureau. Age 
29. Motto: “I will cover the heavens,’ 
Ezekiel 82:7. 

There is in every modern community a 
certain class of citizenship, which, while it 
is without especial effulgence in society 
and lacerates very little ice in the world 
of finance, is still engaged in works of such 
vital importance, to the rich and the poor 
alike, that it would be attaching an inade- 
quate construction to that high-sounding 
term to exclude it from the list of the 
somebodies. 

One Webster, who made it a practice to 
Noah thing or two, classified a somebody 
as a person who is efther in himself of 
considerable tmportance, or else engages in 
an tmportant work. Surely, no one will 
gainsay that Edward H. Bowie who 
guesses at the weather officially and leaves 
no need for us to guess at it unofficially, 
is engaged in an important work. 

Mr. Bowie is a young man tn a compara- 
tively new science. Meteorology is not an 
old study. In the time of Noah the weath- 
er tips came direct from the power-house. 
Subsequently, in the helcyon day of Greece, 
meteorology was embodied in the mythical 
figure of Jove, who sat up on Mount Olym- 
pus and reigned with that same chesty 
complacence which we may see about Tony

Necessity is the mother of fnvention. As 
the world aged and man began to fight less 
and dress more, he indicated some interest 
in the weather. It could not have been ex- 
pected that the weather would have in- 
terested Adam. He was 82 feet high, which 
made it quite impossible for the lightning 
to knock him down; his hide, as the an- 
thropologists have assured us, was cov- 
ered with shaggy hair, like a water span- 
lel; moreover, Eve had nothing in the way 
of clothes that the rain could ruin, so the 
Edenic pair were quite independent of 
meteorology. 

Kut about the beginning of the eigh- 
teenth century the weather fan was mak- 
ing quite a stir. In 1817 the unshrunken P. 
K. shirt made its appearance in the dry 
_ goods stores, and was instantly followed 


From that time to this meteorology has 
marched from one triumpli to another, un- 
til now it essays such bold feats as sending 
Dr. Hyatt out to Utah to stop the rain 
of the Mormon. 

Mr. Bowie is the youngest attache of the 
United States weather bureau to be in- 
trusted with a salary of such magnitude as 
that accruing to the post of local forecaster 
at St. Louis. The weather bureau is under 
the supervision of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. who, farmer like, has more falth in 
the goose bone and stiff knee than he can 
ever have in spin.wheels and back-action 
barometers. For this reason there are 
more lows than highs in the salary lst of 
the bureau, but Mr. Bowtle enjoys one of 
the highs. 

(It would not be fair to estimate what

gave him a tip that if he would popularize 
himself with the community he would cut 
out adverbs. Dr. Hyatt shot himself to

Mr. Bowle ts a pleasant, scholarly gentle- 
man with brown hair and an athletic fig- 
ure. His office now is up on top of the 
Chemical building because of the certainty 
that when the great blow comes it will 
blow a good deal harder at the Chemical 
building than any place else. There will 
be a big flash of lightning, amd it will be 
a case of bang went the gashouse! 

There is one thing about a weather man 
which must command the admiration of 
every thinking person: None of them rro- 
fess to know it all. They always admit 
themselves students. Dr. Hyatt had 
that characteristic. He expected to learn 
every day something he had not known. 
This, indeed, is one of the secrets of all 
successful human endeavor. Take Mr. 
Folk. He lives to learn something he does 
not know, and the more of it he wrings out 
the more famous he is. Dr. Hyatt expectea 
every day to learn something about the 
day’s weather that he had not known when 
he made his forecast 24 hours before. 

Mr. Bowie ia that kind of a man. Two 
days ago he took a train for Washington. 
Going to school! That's right. Every 
summer the weather bureau conducts a 
school of instruction for its forecasters. 
It is done in the summer because 
Ben Tillman ts out of Washington then, 
and the air is not superficially hot or sub- 
ject to quick spasms. 

Mr. Bowle will come home from achoo! 
the better equipped for his work. He wiil 
take down the isobars that make vs 
captives of the umbrella mender. He will 
cause the sun to shine with such beaming 
brilliance that we shall aot feel the ab- 
sence of Squire Jim Cronin. Ee will give 
us a good, long Indian summer, in whose 
dreamy days we may make faces at both 
the ice and the coal man.

CANADA OPPOSES. 
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| 


“ANY REW ORDERS 


Fears Flood of Arrivals After Expul- 
sion in France—All Claim to Be 
Exempt From Tax. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
QUEBEC, Aug. §.—Canada is threatened 
with an overfiow of religious immigrants 
from France, members of the religious or- 
ders which have beén driven from there. 
The matter has become one of serious con- 
sideration and Bishop Duhamel of Ottawa 
has gone so far as to refuse settlement 
of any of them in his diocese, claiming 
that there are more than enough orders 
now: 
The prevailing opinion seems to be that 
if there can be founé room for additional 
members of orders already existing in Can- 
ada they should be permitted to join their 
brethren and sisters here, but that no new 
orders should be admitted. 
In view of the tax exemption of religious 
property in some parts of Canada, particu- 
larly in this province, the influx of brothers, 
monks and nuns is apt to create ill feeling. 
Some of the orders now existing are very 
good, but all seem to have a faculty for ac- 
quiring property at a marvelous rate. A 
few fathers of the holy sacrament came 
poor as church mice a few years 
They began selling little boxes con- 
Oly sacra- 
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ment, and now they own a beautiful church, 
& shrine, which is not so well known, 
but will soon rival Ste. Anne de Beaupre, 
and thousands of dollars’ worth of proper- 
ty. The Sulpicians are immensély rich, 
and are said to own the finest wine cel- 
lars in America. The Jesuits apparentiv 
confine themselves to education and do that 
well. The Christian Brothers also devote 
themselves to the education of youthful 
scholars. ‘Nhe Franciscans beg and preach.

Canoe Cruise Down Meramec Is a Par- 
ticularly Delightful Summer’s 
Outing. 


BOATS NEED ONLY GUIDANCE 


Craft Are Shipped to Points on Upper 
River, and Thence Descend to 
Towns Near St. Louis 
Canoeing, once the -sport of indian 
braves, has become a popular pastime in 
and about St. Iouis among the lovers of 
water sports. Though the Meramec is no 
longer dotted with birchbark skiffs as in 


wboriginal days, the graceful cedar canoes 
of Summer pleasure seekers are to be seen | 
every day floating down the picturesque | 


stream. 

A canoe club, the ‘‘We-Missouri’’ (1in- 
diun for wooden canoe), has been formed 
this seuson and has 45 members. With no 
lake of considerable size near St. Louis, 
sailing is practically out of the iist of local 
sports, Those who would otherwise be 
snilboat and vacht owners have taken up 
canoeing and own their own boats. Nearly 
a hundred canoes are housed at different 
points along -the Meramec. 

A cruise down the Meramec. with two 
paddlers in u light, speedy, canoe, soOme- 
times shooting rapids, sometimes tied up in 
a quiet inlet to fish, is a summer pleasure 
Which St. Louisans are as free to enjoy 
as dwellers on the Atlantic coast are to 
indulge in-surt bathing and cutboating. 

Shooting the rapids has a thrill of ex- 
citement peculiar to the sport of canoeing. 
A half mile below the canoeist may let his 
bark float in quiet waters while he follows 
the precepts of Izaak Walton. For variety, 
healthy exercise and close enjoyment of na 
ture, there is nothing equal to a canoe 
cruise, according to those who have jpad- 
dled the,.Meramec. 

Canoe cruises are all taken downstream, 
the rapid current giving the boat a_speed 
that never lags, and so far removing the 
need of effort to the skillful boatman as to 
make the task mere play. 

The first step in a canoe trip is to ship 
the boats by freight to some point on the 
Meramec. If the trip is the one most often 
taken, lasting only Saturday and Sunday, 
the, start is many’ no further up than 
Moselle, on the Frisco. For an even short- 
er trip Glencoe is a popular starting place. 

Many enthusiasts take the longer cruises 
of 10 days or two weeks, canoeing and 
camping along the river. These send their 
boats to St. James, Phelps County, and 
make a leisurely trip

General Miles, but will hold the rank of 
lieutenant-general for one week only, and 
on Aug. 15, when the general staff law goes 
into effect, will become the chief of staff.

Geh. Young was born at Pittsburg Jan. 
9, 1840, and entered the army as a private 
in Company K, Twelfth Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers, April 5, 1861. He was discharged 
Aug. 6, 1861, and a month later re-entered 
the army as captain of the Fourteenth 
Pennsylvania Cavalry. He was honorably 
mustered out on July 1, 186. On April 3, 
1865, he was brevetted a brigadier-general 
for gallant and meritorious services. In 
May, 1866, he entered the regular army as 
second lieutenant, Twelfth Infantry. 

He was brevetted major, lieutenant and 
colonel for gallantry in action at Sulphur 
Springs, Va.. Amelia Springs, Va., and 
Gailor’s creek, Va. In the war with Spain 
he was made a brigadier-general of volun- 
teers and commanded the cavalry brig- 
ade in Shafter’'s army in Cuba. He was 
later made a major-general of volunteers 
and commanded the Second Army Corps. 
He was made a brigadier-general in the 
fegular army on Jan. 2, 1900, and a major- 
general on Feb. 2, 1901. He served in the 
Philippines from July 24, 1899, to March 1, 
1901, and commanded several different brig- 
ades there. His last command was the 
department of northern Luzon. 


Won Renown as 
an Indian Fighter 


Gen. Miles had a thrilling role in that 
great drama of civilsation which has been 
called “‘Winning the West.”’ He was one 
of the winners. It was not climate nor 
even the deserts of sand that loomed br- 
fore the prairie echooner as the greatest 
obstacle to progress. It was the Indian, 
savage, cruel, resourceful and always alert. 

Opposing this foe worthy of any warrior's 
steel, Gen. Miles made his reputation. He 
appeared on the western theater just when 
the red man was making his most deter- 
mined resistance to the encroachment of 
the settler. It was a resistance not to be 
despised. The Indians were not only 
numerous, but they were led by such men 
es Sitting Bull and Geronimo, either of 
whom easily ranks among the best military 
leaders produced by a primitive people. 

Gen. Miles had won his spurs in the civil 
war. Grant had complimented him for vis 
pertinacity in clinging to the foe until “he 
had wrung from him victory."" It was this

The country was shocked by 
1876, in Little 
Bands which had broken off 


from the main body of hostiles and young 
warriors from the agencies -~rent about 
stealing horses on the frontier and mur- 
dering settlers. It was evident from the 
constant communication of the hostiles 
with the Indians at the 
supplies of food and ammunition were be- 
ing drawn from those places. To pre- 
vent this Congress «uthorized the army to 
control the agencies, The plan was to 
disarm and dismount any hostiles who ap- 
peared near the agencics. 

At this time it was determined to con- 
struct two posts in the Yellowstone coun- 
try. It was too late to b»gin operations 
that summer, sq a tempornsy post was 
bullt at the mouth of Tongue river. and 
Miles with the Fifth infantry was sent to 
occupy It. 

A wagon train coming to this camp was 
attacked by Indians and forced to iurn 
back. It started again with a heavy 
escort for Gen. Miles under command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel E. 8. Otis. Eight hun- 
dred warriors attacked the train on Oct. 
15 near Spring Creek. The escort was 
strong enough to hold them off until Clear 
Creek was reached, from which place the 
train had turned back on its first ex- 
pedition. The Indians mude a mvest de- 
termined attack. They fired the prairie, 
and the wagons had to advance through 
the flames. The fight lasted all that day 
and night 

Next day an Indjan cunner approached 
and left on a hill a ietter from Sitting 
Bull, the great war chief. The letter was 
dated Yellowstone, and read: 

“] want to know what you were doing 
traveling on this road. You scare all 
the buffaloes away. I want to hunt in 
this place. I want you to turn back 
from here. If you don’t I will fight you 
again. 
have got here and turn back from here. 
I am our friend, SITTING BULL. 

“Pp, s—I mean all the rations you have 
got and some powder. Wish you would 
write as soon as you can.” 

Col. Otis sent out a scout named Jackson 
with a reply stating that he intended to 
take his train through to Gen. Miles, and 
thet he would give Sitting Bull a fight any 
time he desired one. The Indians kept up 
fire at long range while the train proceed- 
ed. but after a mile or two two Indians 
approached with afilag of truce. They said 
they were hunary, tired of war and wanted 
peace. 

Sitting Bull wanted to meet Col. Otis out- 
side of the lines of the escort, Dut Col. 
Otis would not go, and Sitting Bull sent 
three chiefs to represent him. He gave the 
Indians some bread and bacon. They fol- 
lowed along for a time after his wagon 
train and finally disappeared. 

Before he reached Tongue river Gen. 
Mil came up with his entire command. 
Hie scouts had brought in word of the at- 
tack by the Indians and he had come out 
to the rescue. When he found where Bit- 
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Gen. Miles started after 
him and overtook him at Cedar Creek. 
Mont. Miles had a personal eonference 
with Sitting Bull, who said he simply de- 
sired to hunt and trade ammunition. and 
would agree that the Indians should not 
fire on the soldiers if they were unmo- 
lested.

RULY the most delightful function of 

T the season was given last evening 

at “Stanhope,” the beautiful summer 

cottage of Mrs. Smith Smithton at Web- 

ster Groves. It was an  adult-juvenile 

party, one of the kind that is now all the 
rage in the swell) set. 

The spacious grounds were brilliantly 
lighted with Chinese lanterns, as a delicate 
compliment to Wong Kai-kah, the World's 
Fair vice commissioner, who was present 
in the character of Ah Sid, the Chinee Kid. 
Were and there upon the pretty green- 
sward were little chairs and tiny settees 
for the tots, with a large armchair for 
nursey. The lawn had been carefully 
raked to remove all pine burrs and other 
things that might annoy the barefoot little 
ones who were to romp, fancy free, be- 
tween the trees. Everywhere, in fact, the 
tender solicitude of the charming hostess 
for her little guests was in evidence, and it 
was obvious that the children would be 
just as safe at ‘Stanhope’ as in their 
own mamma's dooryards. 

In the elegant house the furnishings had 
been rearranged in order to give the tots 
plenty of indoor room for romping, in case 
the weather was bad. The carpets in the 
double parlors were covered with canvas, 
the tables and chairs were lined up against 
the walls, and there was plenty of space 
in eich room for playing ring-around- 
Rosy, King-William-was-King-James’-son, 
and other euch games that delight the 
childish heart.

HE story of Miss Marv Gordon is one 
of the niost romantic that nas ever 


| come to light, and it is probable that 


na other schoolgirl in the country has had 
many vicissitudes as this pretty, weal- 
thy, talented dau¢iiter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Liston Gordon of Chiilicothe, now at home 
after two und a half years of’ most ex- 
triordinary experiences. 

lt is only thirty months since Mary was 
the wife of a large negro and was flying 
over Wansas, Missouri and lowa with him 
trying to escape from her father, wildly 
trying that she would never forsake her 
black husband, that she loved him and that 
she herself had negro blood in her veins. 
It is not thirty months since Mary was ar- 
rested and declared insane and sent to the 
madhouse as the result of her strange in- 
fatuation for her negro husband. From the 
madhouse she went to a St. Louis acad- 
emy and from there she has graduated, to 
return to her home in Chillicothe and to be- 
come one of the belles of this northern 
Missouri town. 

Mary Gordon was born at Chillicothe on 
July 31, 1883. Her parents were Liston Gor- 
don and his wife, Gordon being among the 
most prominent citizens of Chillicothe. He 
has resided in Chillicothe and Linn County 
for many years, and in 1879 was married, at 
Meadville, in Linn County, fifteen miles 
east of this city, to Miss Mary Josephine 
Morris, who was 4 years old at the time 
of her marriage. Miss Morris came from 
a splendid Ohio family, the Morr'ses hav- 
ing moved fron: Ohio to Missouri in 1864. 

Mary’s home life when she was a young 
miss was ideal. Though her mother had 
died in 1884, when the little girl was but 
a year old, her father had done everythings 
possible for her. The Gordons are wealthy, 
and every uttention and care was showered 
on Mary. She was given private tutors 
and sent to the public schools. At home 
she was taught the modern languages, mu- 
sic and other feminine accomplishments, 
her father sparing no money to make his 
daughter happy and talented. 

Mary was one of the mo&st beautiful girls 
in Chillicothe, or in all Missouri, for thet 
matter. Jier eyes were of a deep blue, 
while her brown hair and _ “~rosy-tinted 
cheeks gave her a lustrous beauty that at- 
tracted all who saw her. Added to this 
her position, family name and personal 
wealth and Mary was one of the most 
popular and envied girls in Chiilicothe. 

Her ‘grandmother died when Mary was a 
mere child. and willed her property to two 
uncles of Mary, crdering that each uncle 
6hould give Mary but $1). 

The will was not satisfactory to Liston 
Gordon, who had his child's welfare and 
interests at heart. He contested the will 
in the Missouri courts. The case was tried 
twice, and, finally, the supreme court, sit- 
ting at Jetferson City, declared the docu- 
Ment void for the reason that influence 
had been exerted in order to secure it, and 
Mary was decreed heir to a fourth of the 
property, which consisted of 244.7 acres of 
as good farming land as there in Mis- 
souri, easily worth $50 an acre. Mary was 
thus an heiress by the time she was 1 
years of age; so, virtually, all her life she 
had looked forward to having a competency 
and to being well situated.

Dr. Ford claims in this respect 


wholly new discoveries and his book will rest upon its own merits. 

The St. Louis author has worked out and will publish a large number 
of anagrams from the text of the Shakespearean plays, and from the pre- 
fatory odes by Ben Jonson and others in the 1623 folio edition, which he 
declares are the cipher writings of Bacon. In them is iterated and reiter- 
ated Bacon’s claim to the authorship, and his urgent appeal to the deci- 
pherer to work out all the cipher and let the world know that Bacon, and 
not Shakespeare, was the great dramatic poet. 

According to the solutions or translations of the anagrams, as made 
by Dr. Ford, Francis Bacon claimed to be the son of Queen Elizabeth, 


and rightful heir to the throne. 


The cipher-readings, Dr. Ford says, re- 


veal many other extraordinary personal and state secrets; but, perhaps, 
most remarkable of all is this investigator’s reading of the queer 
‘‘curse’’ inscription on Shakespeare’s gravestone, which, he says, 
coupled with cipher-writing in the text of the plays, shows that the 
body of Shakespeare was exhumed at night by Bacon, Ben Jonson and 
Michael Drayton and thrown into the Thames, and that in its place Ba- 
con deposited indisputable proofs of his authorship of the great plays. 


HE amazing conclusions reached by 
1 Dr. Ford are not the offsprings of 

leapfrog fancy, but the result of 
long years of intense application by a 
mature mind, trained to probe for facts. 
Dr. Ford, during the past forty-five years, 
has published and read before, prominent 
medical societies numerous papers bear- 
ing upon the science of medicine and 
rhyslology.

For more than 
two centuries this stone had reposed there, 
an enigma to all who read the inscription, 
Tt was commonly supposed that an ig- 
norant stonecutter was responsible for the 
bad spelling and the queer mixture of 
capitals and smal) letters. 

Dr. Ford, however, conceived another oc- 
cdsion for the peculiarities. He was unable 
to perceive any rational reason why such 
an amazing inscription should rest upon 
the tomb of the man whom the world be- 
lieved to be the createst of dramatic poets. 
He became convinced that it was put there 
not by accident of ignorance, but through 
the deliberate design of an acute mind, and 
that it carried a cipher-secret. 

The problem was to read the cipher. Dr. 
Ford set about doing this. The first thing 
that ‘mpressed him, as it impressed others, 
wax the irregular capitalization. That fur- 
nished him what may be termed a key. He 
determined to try, with this key, to unlock 
the age-old secret.

Dr. Ford obtained another and remark- 
able “lead.” He arranged the capitals in 
order, as follows, they being 32 in num- 
ber: 

GFISAKETGGTEDEAHER 
BTEMTYSAHTYB 

By transposition of these 32 capital 
letters Dr. Ford. made this sentence, 
which’ appeared to answer the “aske’’ 
found in the first line: 

“BETTER IF ASK’T AT THE GYG BY 
THAMES’ EDGE.” 

This startling translation led naturally 
to the conclusion that Francis Bacon had 
exhumed the body of Shakspeare and taken 
it to the Thames. ‘“‘Gyg’’ is the old spell- 
ing of the word gig, which means either 
a small boat or a wheeled vehicle. Pro- 
curing a photographic reprint of the 1623 
folio edition of Shakspeare, Dr. Ford set to 
work to discover, if possible, some anagram- 
matic utterance in the text which might 
confirm and further explain the disappear- 
ance of the body and the substitution of 
Baconian manuscript and cipher. He found 
in Ben Jonson's well-known laudatory 
ode, prefixed to that edition, these lines: 
“Sweet Swan of Avon, what a sight it were 
T) see thee in our waters yet appeare, 

And make those flights upon the bankes of Thames 
That so @id take Eliza and our lames."’ 

Dr. Ford's translation of this passage, 
which appears elsewhere upon this page, 
furnished him with a most encouraging bit 
of news. It told him that ‘‘rare Ben Jon- 
son"’ was in the plot and had assisted Ba- 
con, not only in the exhumation) of the 
corpse, but also in the cipher writing, for 
the investigator discovered that Jonson's 
entire ode contained a cipher message to 
the translator, 


Proceeding to examine the text of the 
plays he found in the very first one, “‘The 
Tempest,”’ a clew to the cipher. By trans- 
lating an anagram he found that Bacon, 
aneording to the reading, had infolded the 
cipher writing In all passages containing 
the great O, or the exclamation Oh! Whoa! 
Oho! Hoa! etc. The early anagrams gave 
directions for selecting the “cipher-bearing”’ 
phrases. The decipherer was instructed to 
read up from the Oto a full stop and down 
likewise to a full stop, that part of the 
text containing cipher-writing. 


By following these directions, and others 
as he translated them from the “OO” pas- 
sages, Dr. Ford translated the text to give 
him these conclusions: 

“According to the cipher. in numerous 
concordant passages, Pacon in person, with 
his friends, exhume:! the body of Shakes- 
peare soon after his. death and conveyed it 
to the upper tidal waters of the Thames, 
some eighty miles from Stratford, where it 
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was sunk in the stream not far from the 
shore. For the eventual confusion of the 
worshippers of Shakespeare, Bacon deposit- 
ed in the grave a copper case, marked with 
the initial letter of his name, ‘B,’ containing 
in sealed receptacles a will, some of his 
best and latest literary productions In man- 
uscript with intercalated ciphers, and a be- 
quest of new gold for the decipherer and 
publisher of his papers. 

“Bacon then caused a stone to be made 
and had this awful cipher inscribed on it, 
deeply chiseled in so as to resist the abra- 
slon of the pilgrims’ feet who, he knew, 
would visit the tomb, during the long se- 
quence of years which must elapse before 


“The corpse of Shakespeare was dug up 
by Bacon and ‘his confidants, Ben Jonson, 
according to the cipher, and Michael Dray- 
ton, who had participated in the carousal 
to which Shakespeare's death is attributed. 
Together they exhumed the body, accord- 
ing to the cipher, ‘a few weeks after his 
death,’ and transporting it by night along 
quiet and ‘secluded roads, mostly near 
the rivers, cast it into the Thames as al- 
ready stated, close to Teddington, where 
the first rapids (the falls) formerly existed 
and locks are now. at the head of tidal 
water, nineteen miles from London. 


“Bacon's influence and power in 1616 
were so great, and his friends, erpecially 
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two addresses are ‘‘cipher-bearing, being 
capable of translation in their entirety, 
and he has made the translations. 

From these solutions of the cipher Dr. 
Ford concludes that Bacon supervised the 
preparation and publication of the plays, 
using the names of the actors Heminge 
and Condell, who sign the epistle and ad- 
dress, merely as covers to a supposititious 
authorship by Shakespeare. The investiga- 
tor is of opinion that Jonson wrote all 
of the prefatory odes, infolding the cipher 
as a part of the scheme of his friend Bacon.

“Thus did Bacon provide for his final 
vindication by those future generations to 
whom, in his known will, he bequeathed 
his works and his reputation.” 

Washington Irving, who visited Shakes- 
peare’s tomb early in last century, wrote 
thus in “The Sketch Book:” 

“The inscription on-the tombstone has not 
been without its effect; it has prevented the 
removal of his remains from the bosom of 
his native place to Westminster Abbey. A 
few years since (about 1825), also, as some 


‘laborers were digging to make an adjoining 


vault, the earth caved in so as to leave a 
vacant space almost like an arch, through 
which one might have reached into his 
grave. No one, however, presumed to med- 
dle with his remains so awfully guarded 
by a malediction, and lest any of the idle 
or curious orgny collector of relics should 
be tempted to commit depredations, the old 
sexton kept wuich over the place for two 
days, until the vault was finished and the 
aperture closed again. He told me that he 
had made bold to look in at the hole. but 
could see neither coffin nor bones, nothing 
but dust.” 

Dr. Ford argues that while the sexton 
could not have overlooked so large a thing 
as a coffin, had the grave contained one. 
he might have failed to see a small cop- 
per case, such as Bacon deposited, for the 
case itself must have been covered by 
dust after the lapse of more than two 
centuries. 

Continuing his insistence that Bacon and 
Others disinterred the body, Dr. Ford 
writes: 

“We are thus informed that the ‘deaa 
sot’ Is not in the grave at Stratford: that 
Bacon dug his corpse and left ciphers anda 
selected manuscripts in the tomb. The 
two phrases corroborate each other, and 
altheugh varied and studied in an a]most 
endless variety of ways, their sense re- 
mains unchanged, if the key-words ‘aske.’

The expression, “wet siphers." is ex-

PREHISTORIC BEAST’S BONES 
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Skeleton of a Brontosaurus, Dis- 
covered in Alaska, of Which One 
Dry Thigh Bone Weighs 800 


Pounds. 
a ly discovered in Alaska the skeleton 

of one of the largest antediluvian 
monsters ever found. It is believed that tne 
‘elics are the bones of a brontosaurus, the 
greatest beast that ever lived. 

The foregoing statements and those which 
follow rest mainly upon the authority of 
Frank, William and George McCrory of 
St. Charles, Mich., in whose possession the 
alleged bones are, and who declare that 
they have refused an offer of $8000 for 
them. If they are not mistaken the bones 
date back to a time when tropical 
tions prevailed in the Arctic regions. 

The owners affirm that the largest hone, 
apparently the pelvis, is eight feet across. 
and though perfectly dry, weighs nearly 
300 pounds. That this is the pelvic bone 
is suggested by the vertebral groove which 
runs the whole length of it. If this he- 
lenged to a brontosaurus, the monster 
when alive must have been from 60 to £0 
feet in length and weighed from 20 to 230 
tons.

koot pass to Skagway are associated more 
thrilling adventures than are often writ- 
ten in the history of paleontological dis-.

That Lafitte accumulated an enurmous 
treasure there is no doubt, for his opera- 
tions covered a great number of years and 
he was a man of the greatest industry, 
nearly always at sea in his fast vessels, 
holding up Spanish and other merchantmen, 
rumetimes two and three in a single day. 
He ravished the coast of Central America, 
eppeared moro than once off the coust of 
Brazil, plundered towns and _ ~sh'pping 
throughout the West Indles and was seen 
as far north as the coast of South Car- 
olina. The Gulf of Mexico, however, was 
his favorite stamping ground, and he made 
Galveston island a sort of headquarters. 


Now comes the news of the strange dis- 
covery of the hidden treasure near Lafay- 
ette, La. According to the story. as origi- 
nally told and subsequently verified by 
Texas parties, the first announcement was 
made by President Girard of the Bank of 
Lafayette. Mr. Girard when seated in his 
office a week or two ago had his attention 
called by the cashier of the bank to three 
negroes who had come in and were en- 
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of Vermilion river in Louisiana 
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who died here some years ago, and which 
is familiar to every citizen of the town. 

On his deathbed the old sailor told about 
how Lafitte’s treasure had been secreted, 
and he produced a piece of parchment 
showing its approximate location in rela- 
tion to certain indestructible landmarks. No 
spot near Galveston exactly corresponds 
with that described in the diagram of the 
old sailor. but every place even remotely 
resembling it has been dug up again and 
again. 

Old residents in Galveston tell how the 
tradition that Lafitte had secreted immense 
Sums somewhere on the gulf coast goes 
back to the earliest times.

VERYBODY of a romantic turn of 
F mind in Galveston is talking about 

the finding of the treasure of lLa- 
fitte, the pirate. Now, after the treasure 
had been sought in the neighborhood of 
Galveston for many generations, it appears 
as if it had al! the while been reposing at 
the bottom of the water near the mouth 
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deuvoring .to negotiate a large quantity of 
yOla and silver coin. They told their story 
to President Girard and related how they 
had found the gold and s Iver coins in a 
large ancicnt cannon. 

Mr. Girard regarded the story as a hoax 
and was about to dismiss the negroes when 
they produced from their pockets a small 
handful of Spanish doubloons and “pieces 
of eight,”’ of very ancient coinage and un- 
doubted antiquity. Mr. Girard was then 
led to cross-examine the negroes, and while 
they refused to tell where the treasure was 
or the exact number of cannons and chests 
found by them, he became convinced that 
their story was true. 

The negroes said that. while they 
fishing in a shallow part of Vermilion bay 
they saw the ancient cannon at the bottom 
of the water. Their curiosity being ex 
cited, one of them dove down and examined 
it, and that it was an antique 
naval gun whose mouth had been sealed 
up. The negroes waited until low tide and 
then examined the cannon again and finally 
they succeeded in getting it to the shore. 

The next day, when they went back 
examine their find, they opened the mouth 
of the’ gun with little difficulty and a 
huge mass of gold coin fell out at their

feet on the sand. With an oar they prod- 
ded into the gun and found in its interior 
a mass of gold and silver coin, amounting 
apparently to $100,000. By propping up 
the breach of the gun they were_able to 
extract all of the coins with poles, oars 
and sticks. The treasure made a huge pile 
of glistening coins of large denomination 
on the beach 

The negroes were astonished and delight- 
ed at this discovery. Here was wealth be- 
yond their wildest dreams, in a sum s0 
great that they could not calculate it. 
They realized, however, that the strange 
old cannon might be only part of a hid- 
den treasure and therefore they immedi- 
ately began a thorough search in the 
neighboring waters. 

It was not long before this attempt to 
Iccate more of the treasure was success- 
ful. On a perfectly still day, looking down 
through the brilliantly clear water, they 
could see iron-bound chests and 
some naval cannon reposing on the bot- 
and partly covered with sand. Some 
of these treasure chests had pieces of rope 
to them. The original cannon 
the negroes had drawn up on the 
likewise had a piece of rope tied 
the breach. 
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Th's is precisely what would be found in 
a pirate’s treasure, thrown overboard hur- 
riedly ehile the pirate’s craft was being 
chased by some warship, the ends of the 
ropes bearing corks or other buoys which 
would float upon the water and mark the 
position of the guns and chests at the 
bottom. Indeed, there is an old tradition 
in Galveston that Lafitte frequently re- 
sorted to this well-known trick when hot- 
ly pressed by the warships that were for- 
ever on the lookout for him. 

Lafitte frequently hid his treasure at 
the bottom and picked it up again, find- 
ing the place by buoys attached to ropes. 
It is believed that at one time he had 
several such places near the gulf where 
immense sums were thus concealed. This 
entirely dustroys the theory that Lafitte’s 
long-lost trea’ ‘re was hidden on dry land, 
Tt may be that Lafitte did hide some part 
of his treasure on the land, but it would 
now seem that the more important part 
of it was concealed by him on some hard 
bottom in a place of moderate depth 
where he could easily recover it when he 
wanted to. 

The negroes who talked with President 
Girard of the Bank of Lafayette would not 
give any description of the location of 
their find. but the story was no sooner re- 
lated by Mr. Girard than it excited in- 
tense interest in the town, and several par- 
ties immediately started to try to find 
some more cannon filled with Spanish 
doublons The Lafitte tradition is a very 
old one at Lafayette, which, like all the 
towns on the gulf, has had treasure-hunt- 
ing epidemics runnirg back for genera- 
tions, all directed to finding the fabulous 
wealth which the celebrated pirate was be- 
lieved to have secreted in the neighbor- 
hood. 

No sooner had the word gone forth about 
the finding of the old cannon than there 
was a universal exclamation, “It is La- 
fitte's long-lost treasure,’ and a horde of 
amateur searchers immediately started out 
to try to locate the old guns and treasure 
chests. None of these, however, succeeded 
so far as is known up to the present time. 

The negroes told President Girard that 
they found the first cannon at a depth of 
six feet while fishing in Vermilion bay, but 
it might take a year to explore these 
waters, and the opinion prevails that the 
negroes may have found the cannon at 
some other place. They apparently became 
frightened after their first interview with 
Mr. Girard and have not since appeared in

the town. They might easily have carrieé 
of the entire treasure in a few hour, ead 
have buried the cannon. In fact, when 
they were in the Bank of Lafayette they 
told the president that they had covered up 
the gold coins in the sand and that the 
cannon was in a place where nobody could 
find it. 

No doubt is entertained of the truthful- 
pess of the negroes, They were not the 
kind of men who would have invented such 
a story; they came into the bank for pure- 
ly business reasons to realize on their find 
and they produced a few samples of coins 
which by no possibility they could have ac- 
quired except by some accidental discovery 
of an ancient treasure. 


Some people in Galveston say that Lafit- 
te’s treasure amounted to several million 
dollars. He is known to have taken as 
much as $450,000 from a single ship. The 
number of his captures of rich merchdnt- 
men was very great and it is known that 
he never got away with his hoard, but left 
it somewhere in the waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Galveston people who have heard 
Lafitte’s traditions from childhood would 
not be surprised if the old sea robber's 
treasure should amount to a gigantic sum. 

Galveston has been expecting the discov« 
ery of the treasure for years, and people 
here know more about Lafitte than in 
any part of the country. They give entire 
credence to the story that at least a part 
of the treasure has now been found near 
Lafayette, and there is talk of fitting ex- 
peditions to more thoroughly search that 
neighborhood. Possibly the negroes are 
“lying low’ at present, thinking that the 
interest in their find will die out and that 
they may then recover the rest of the 
treasure with safety. In this belief people 
here say that the treasure chests and can- 
non reported as in deep water must still 
be there, the negroes having no means of 
raising them, and that a tug properly fit- 
ted with cranes or a powerful dredge 
could bring the whole mass to the surface. 

Lafitte was frequently chased in these 
waters. He had a swift, light-draft ves- 
sel, which enabled him to run into shallow 
water and here, where he might not be 
followed, he would. throw  treasuré 
chests overboard so as to insure their safe- 
ty even if his vessel were subseqeuntly 
captured. There are several well-authenti- 
cated accounts of thrilling escapes of thig 
kind by Lafitte, the pirate. A.

This will be the largest clock dial in the 
world. the Parliament House clock in Lon- 
don has a dial 20 feet in diameter, and the 
City Hall in Philadelphia has 24 feet 
across. The World’s Fair floral clock will 
be 100 feet in diameter, the hands being 50 
fect long. 

The clock will 
Johnson Service Co. of Milwaukee. Fred- 
eric W. Taylor, chief of the division of 
agriculture and horticulture, considered a 
proposition from the same concern to put 
such a clock at the Pan-American Exposl- 
tion, but owing to the flat surface of the 
site it was impracticable. When Mr. Tay- 
lor accepted a post here similar to the one 
he held at Buffalo he saw at once that an 
ideal site for a floral clock was afforded 
by the slope !mmediately north of the 
great Agriculture Palace, and the project 
was settled. 

The Plant Seed Co. of St. Louls will 
supply, as its exhibit, the necessary 
flowers and keep the clock in condition as 
to its floral features, and V. E. Abel al- 
ready has set to work to grow more than 
seventeen, hundred flowering and foliage 
plants for the purpose. These will be 
transplanted next spring at their proper 
points on the face of the big clock. There 
will he plants of the following species and 
nuinbers: Guaphalium lanatum, 6000; cole- 
us hero, 3000; coleus citron, 18%; coleus

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Garden. At night as well as in the day- 
time the clock dial will be visible, a thou- 
sand electric light bulbs being concealed 
beneath the plants, to blaze forth after 
dark, denoting the hour and minute points 
as the illuminated hands swing around. 

The minute hand will make five feet at 
each move, the circumference it has to 
travel in an hour being 300 feet. The 6 
minutes will be marked off by colored 
plants, so that it will be easy to tell the 
time to the exact minute. 

In a cirele surrounding the numerals will 
be collections of 12 distinct plants, each col- 
lection being 2% feet long and 12 feet wide. 
Nature has ordained that each of these 
plants should open its blossom at a cer- 
tain hour of the day, and the great floral 
clock shows how the laws of nature are as 
exact as the mechanical laws discovered by 
man. As the hands of the giant floral clock 
reach the numeral naming a certain hour 
the flowers in the great bed at the back 
of the hour so designated will begin to open 
their buds and to exhale the perfume pe- 
culiar to the plant. For instance, the morn- 
ing glory will be used for an early morn- 
ing hour, also the spiderwort, and for 8 
o'clock. perhaps, the blue commelyna. For 
four hours past noon the four-o'’-clock, or 
mirabalis, may be employed, and for the 
twilight hour the cactus. 

Still another mode of computing time 
will be shown by this immense recorder 
of time's flight, and this fs the primitive 
hourglass. On the south side of the dial, 
behinaé the numeral that denotes midday 
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or midnight, will be built a tower, 12 feet 
square and 18 feet high. The tower is to 
be of wood, covered with staff. The top 
of this tower is to be surmounted with «4 
mammoth hourglass, made of the heaviest 
and clearest crystal, with the receptacles 
for holding the sand, each six feet in 
length and four feet in alameter at the base, 
The hourglass is so suspended that when 
the sand is spent the glass automatically 
reverses itself and another hour is being 
told off. 

Concealed in the tower will be massive 
machinery, controlling the powerful steel 
shaft that extends under the center of the 
floral dial more than fifty feet distant. 

Surrounding the 12 groups of flowers that 
open their blossoms on the approach of the 
hour hand of the beautiful flora] time- 
piece register and completing the picture, 
will be a cirele of grass, six feet wide, and 
as smooth as velvet. The visitor may walk 
around the clock on a apacious granitoid 
promenade, but a chain will encircle the 
six-foot sward, and the dreaded sign “Keep 
Off the Grass.’" will not be in evidence.
